In regard to claim 1 , the prior art of record does not disclose an insect lure and 
trap system comprising the means for generating a valve command signal which 
comprises means for comparing the carbon dioxide temperature signal value against a 
temperature reference signal value, and if the carbon dioxide temperature signal value 
is below the temperature reference signal, for providing a command signal to open and 
close the valve at a first frequency, and if the carbon dioxide temperature signal value is 
above the temperature reference signal, for providing a valve command signal to open 
and close the valve at a second frequency.
